Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 - 9, 1 1 - 1 7 and 20 - 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cook et al. (US 6,786,655) in view of Bobry and/or Silverbrook (US 
6,362,868) and Kimura (US 2003/0210309) or Suzuki (US 2003/0043273). 

Cooket et al., Bobry and Silverbrook were discussed in the previous Office Action. The 
references did not disclose a printer having having two printhead assemblies. Kimura et 
al. and Suzuki disclose using a printer in a photographic printing environment; and both 
references teach using plural printheads that face each other. One of ordinary skill in 
the art at the invention was made would be motivated to use to print heads to provide 
high density and high precision printing as taught by Suzuki. 

3. Claims 1 8 and 1 9 are are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cook et al. (US 6,786,655) in view of Bobry and/or Silverbrook (US 6,362,868) and 
Kimura (US 2003/0210309) or Suzuki (US 2003/0043273). 

The combination do not disclose using the particular type of slitting or cutting means 
claimed. Photographic laboratories routinely sever the long sheet of paper to separate 
the paper into individual prints. One of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to 
use whatever type of cutter or slitting means would provide the most space and/or cost 
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advantages and would therefore substitute the slitting means claimed by applicant to 
obtain those advantages. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references disclose using a plurality of printheads.
